iT 
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Vaping it Up 

E-cigarette vendors and makers fret as government 
officials plan to regulate their industry

T hey come to Paul Davey for help 
every day. Most have little to 
no knowledge of the electronic 
smoking world and just stare, wide- 
eyed and perplexed, at the devices 
behind the glass: batteries, flavored 
e-cigarette liquid, chambers to hold 
liquids, mouthpieces. They’re smok¬ 
ers—some lifers, some short-timers— 
who all have the same plea: 

They need to quit. “They’ll 
say, T smoke seven [cigarettes] 
a day, and I’ve been trying to 
use these electronic ones, but I 
have no idea what’s in it. I just 
know you buy it, you use it, and 
you throw it away.’” 

He tells them his story. 

“I smoked for 27 years,” he 
says, “and I bought my first 
e-cigarette online. Within a 
week, I had quit.” Within a year, 
armed with his pharmaceutical 
background, he opened up the 
Vapor Loft in Orange. He sells 
all the necessary bits and bobs 
to start “vaping,” the term used 
by e-cigarette users. But he also 
set out to educate customers in 
a community riddled with bad 
information, explaining every¬ 
thing from why it’s called vap¬ 
ing (the devices create a water 
vapor that can be inhaled) to 
troubleshooting questions to 
helping them choose the right 
e-liquid. When the Vapor Loft 
opened in 2012, there were 
only a couple of such shops; 
now. Orange County is home to 
around 60, one of the highest 
concentrations of e-cig busi¬ 
nesses in the United States. 

But with the explosive 
growth of a new industry and 
equally new technology comes the 
inevitable regulatory interest of gov¬ 
ernment. In February, California state 
Senate Majority Leader Ellen Corbett 
(D-East Bay) drafted Senate Bill 648, 
which seeks to classify e-cigarettes as 
a regular ol’ tobacco product, which 
will mean no more vaping indoors, in 
passenger vehicles, within 20 feet of an 
exit, or within 25 feet of a playground 
or sandbox. The bill passed the state 
Senate 21 to 10, and now awaits an 
Assembly vote. 

Local e-cig businesses are under¬ 
standably concerned. 

“It’s not smoke! There’s no second¬ 
hand [smoke], and it doesn’t leave a 
smell,” says Jason Shaeffer, a recov¬ 
ered smoker of 38 years and the owner 
of the county’s first store, E-Cig City 
in Laguna Beach. Most studies, he 
explains, have had a difficult time prov¬ 


ing there are concrete, negative effects 
to vaping. In an effort to fight SB 648, 
more than 40 local shops pitched in 
money to send representatives to Sac¬ 
ramento to protest and attempt to edu¬ 
cate the legislators. They tried to hire a 
lobbyist to speak on their behalf, but it 
ended up falling through. 

What perturbs government officials 


is vaping’s key ingredient: nicotine 
liquid, universally known in the com¬ 
munity as “juice.” It’s made up of only 
three or four components—propylene 
glycol or vegetable glycol (substances 
common in many processed foods), 
natural or artificial flavoring, and nico¬ 
tine. Critics say the secondhand smoke 
from the liquid is just as dangerous as 
tobacco smoke, and that the juice is 
more dangerous, given how concen¬ 
trated it is. But so far, the EDA hasn’t 
issued any regulations concerning 
juice—actually, it has gone in the other 
direction. Since their introduction, 
nicotine-heavy products such as chew¬ 
ing gums, patches and lozenges have 
been sold with labels advising against 
using them for an extended period of 
time or with another form of nicotine. 
Since the rise in e-cig popularity, how¬ 
ever, the EDA has ripped these warning 


labels off, claiming it finally understood 
how the cessation products worked. 

“It’s not a surprise,” Davey says, add¬ 
ing that big-name cigarette brands are 
now creating their own e-cigarettes, 
smelling a business opportunity. 

“Nicotine isn’t bad for you in the way 
people think,” he says. “There’s nico¬ 
tine in many fruits and vegetables. The 
problem is that cigarettes have every¬ 
thing else that ends up causing cancer. 
But once you exhale the vapor, it’s all 
gone. It just dissipates and isn’t harm¬ 
ful to other people.” 

While Davey supported the 
endeavor against SB 648 and pitched 
in some of his own funds, he’s skepti¬ 
cal the bill will be defeated. “They

need to hear from real people,” he 
says. The biggest fight vapers have is 
how nonsmokers perceive them. “A lot 
of young kids are all about seeing how 
big a cloud of smoke they can make, 
and it’s annoying.” 

Plus, Davey points out, a lot of 
people mix up the kind of e-cigarette 
devices used for nicotine with the 
ones used for marijuana. “It’s stupid!” 
he exclaims. “You can definitely smell 
the difference.” 


In anticipation of any government 
nosiness, many shops and makers have 
begun self-regulating to show they’re 
good citizens. An organization called 
the American E-Liquid Manufacturing 
Standards Association (AEMSA) has 
created a protocol that juicers can go 
by to ensure their products are safe. 
“Right now, juicers can order all of the 
ingredients online and make it in their 
kitchen or bathroom,” Davey says. 

“And if you don’t know what you’re 
doing with that huge quantity of nico¬ 
tine, it could be dangerous and make 
someone sick.” 

Two of the county’s popular juice 
makers, Kevin Drake of Drake’s Vapes 
and Meg Strouse of Vape Goddess, 

both agree the inten¬ 
tion of AEMSA is 
well-meaning but 
they and many of the 
juice makers they 
know prefer to take 
their work straight 
to a lab and have it 
tested themselves. 

“We really strive to be 
professional,” Strouse 
says. “The ingredients 
that go into our juices 
are already EDA- 
approved, and we 
make sure to work in a 
sterile environment.” 

Drake, who shares 
a workspace with 
Strouse, likens mak¬ 
ing juice to being a 
bartender. “You can 
buy all your EDA- 
approved ingredients 
for a cocktail at the 
store, but then what 
good is it if you make 
the drink in a dirty 
bar? It’s common 
sense,” he says. “You 
don’t need a million- 
dollar facility to cre¬ 
ate a good product- 
just don’t make it in 
your bathtub!” 

Even though most 
vapers are against the bill, the degree of 
their animosity toward it varies. Davey, 
Drake and Strouse say they aren’t too 
worried because they don’t see an issue 
with limiting the places where people 
can vape, and Shaeffer and others think 
it could be a detriment to the whole 
cause. But they’re all nervous about 
how far government oversight will go. 

“Vapers will be forced out into the 
smoking section, where they’ll be get¬ 
ting secondhand,” Shaeffer says, “and 
being surrounded by it could make it 
harder to quit.” 

The stress in Shaeffer’s voice is 
palpable. “I’ve had people come in on 
oxygen who said their doctor told them 
they had to quit today. But I think a lot 
of nonsmokers have this quit-or-die 
attitude. They don’t realize how many 
lives e-cigarettes can save.”

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RIDING THE 
GREEN WAVE 

Orange County’s action-sports companies 
are trying to go eco before it’s too late

“You want to surf clean water,” says 
Steve Zeldin, a former editor of Surfing 
magazine, and co-publisher of maga¬ 
zine and website What Youth. “After 
it rains, you’re getting grass clippings, 
motor oil, used condoms and diapers, 
all from 60 to 70 miles away, dumped 
in Mother Ocean. ... A lot of surfers 
have become unified in their thinking: 
‘We can’t shit where we surf.’” 


Z eldin is talking about 
what triggers so many 
action-sports enthusi¬ 
asts to become ardent 
environmentalists, 
what drove a large sec¬ 
tion of the industry to rally 
against the proposed 241 
Toll Road extension to San 
Onofre, what inspires them 
to battle any new develop¬ 
ments along the coast and buck the 
surfer stereotype of the laid-back beach 
bum to become eco-warriors. Call it a 
communitarian self-interest; while such 
people truly do care about the health 
of the environment, climate change is 
threatening to drown action sports in a 
watery grave. 

Melting polar ice caps is causing sea 
levels to rise. And the surf industry is 
fretting because it’s not just coastal 
cities that are in trouble; scientists 
expect many of the world’s great surfing 
beaches to face flooding so devastating 
they’ll suffer permanent destruction. 
Adding further insult to environmen¬ 
tal injury, wave sizes are expected to 
plummet in the Atlantic and the Pacific 
oceans, according to a recent study by 
Australia’s national science agency. 
Commonwealth Scientific and Industrial 
Research Organisation, thus cutting to 
shreds surfing’s essence—and the sport 
almost altogether. 


Surfing is not the only board sport 
in trouble. Climate change has caused 
warmer winters, which means less snow 
and ski conditions that will make every¬ 
one want to forget about winter trips to 
Big Bear and Mammoth. Skateboarding 
is safe for now, but environmental apoca¬ 
lypse and streets flooded by climate 
change-caused storms don’t seem such 
a good backdrop for shredding concrete 
on a skateboard. 

If any of this comes to pass, surfwear 
companies stand a good chance of los¬ 
ing their boardshorts. The action-sports 
industry raked in a reported $14.1 billion 
in 2010, according to Trabuco Canyon 
market-research company Board-Trac. 
With most of the big names based in the 
place lazy journalists lamely call “Velcro 
Valley,” Orange County has become a 
fashion-business powerhouse for modern- 
day surfing, snowboarding and skating. 
Almost all of them boast of their eco- 
friendly ways, participate in fund-raisers 


to save the planet and espouse 
the same Mother Ocean man¬ 
tra offered by Zeldin. 

But some activists have 
complained that surfwear biz 
people don’t go far beyond 
lip service when it comes 
to changing the way they 
manufacture surfboards and 
clothes, which are crafted 
with toxic materials. Scores 
of activists have evangelized and cam¬ 
paigned for surf and skate businesses 
to go green in the past decade, but they 
often hit a wall, especially as the economy 
worsens, says Frank Scura, who started 
Action Sports Environmental Coalition in 
2003. The major problem was that money 
always talks, while everything else walks. 
“I wasn’t selling a product; I was selling 
an ideal while people were just trying to 
survive.” Though he put his organization 
on the back burner a few years ago to 
devote more time to his two kids, Scura 
has refused to give up hope for a greener 
action-sports industry. “The potential is 
there. It’s just going to take leadership, 
commitment and faith.” 

Things might be starting to go his way. 
Despite fickle public interest in the envi¬ 
ronment and economic cards stacked 
against it. Orange County action-sports 
companies and nonprofits are slowly 
finding ways to practice what they 
preach, in ways large and small. 
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“There is a resounding willingness to 
take part in industry-wide change/’ says 
Isaac Nichelson, founder of eco-apparel 
consultng service Sustainable Source 
Studios, headquartered in Topanga Can¬ 
yon and with offices in Shanghai. “But 
it always falls short when everyone goes 
home and goes into capitalist, corporate 
mode. We’re the culture that’s supposed 
to give a shit. We’re supposed to be rooted 
in counterculture and creativity—we need 
that to shine through.” 

T his year seems to be one of good 
news for action-sports environ¬ 
mentalists. President Barack 
Obama delivered on a 2008 prom¬ 
ise to clean up the environment 
and unveiled executive orders to fight 
climate change. And this year, one of 
the biggest names in the industry, Vol- 
com Inc., announced 
an ambitious envi¬ 
ronmental gambit: 

It has pledged to cut 
water usage, carbon 
emissions and waste 
by 25 percent by 
2016 from its supply 
chain, ranging from 
its Orange County 
design offices to 
the Asian factories 
where its clothes 
are made. It also 
resolved to elimi¬ 
nate PVC or plastic 
from the manufac¬ 
turing of its clothes 
and accessories, as 
well as to boost use 
of recyclable and 
sustainable materi¬ 
als in its collections 
and its paper and 
packing materials. 

But the 22-year-old business is finding 
its most daring change dressed up in the 
dull, very adult language of accounting. 

In April, the Costa Mesa-based com¬ 
pany announced it would issue an envi¬ 
ronmental profit and loss statement 
(EP&L). Profit and loss statements are 


standard filing for big businesses, neces¬ 
sary documents to show investors and the 
world the financial health of companies. 
But an environmental profit and loss state¬ 
ment is downright revolutionary. Volcom 
plans to describe how much the brand is 
taking from the Earth—and how much it 
needs to reimburse the environment. 

The EP&L didn’t just come out of 
the surf. Kering, Volcom’s Paris-head- 
quartered parent company (which runs 
high-fashion brands Stella McCartney, 
Alexander McQueen and Saint Laurent, 
as well as sportswear brands Puma and 
San Clemente’s Electric), made a com¬ 
mitment in November 2011: All of its 
luxury and sport-and-lifestyle brands 
must implement an EP&L analysis so that 
the parent company could complete an 
EP&L by 2016. Spearheading the initia¬ 
tive was Jochen Zeitz, the former chief 
sustainability officer 
of Kering, former 
chairman of Puma 
and a current Kering 
board member. 

“If we treated our 
planet as we treat 
any other service 
provider. Puma 
would have to pay 8 
million euros [$10.5 
million] to nature for 
services rendered 
to our core opera¬ 
tions, such as Puma 
offices, warehouses 
and stores in 2010 
alone,” Zeitz said 
in a company state¬ 
ment while he was 
still Puma chief. “In 
addition, 137 million 
euros [$180 million] 
would be owed to 
nature from Puma’s 
supply chain of external partners.” 

Zeitz stressed that the EP&L wouldn’t 
affect the company’s net earnings. The 
announcement immediately received 
praise from business groups and gov¬ 
ernments across Europe; he received 
awards for his efforts, the coolest prob¬

ably being named honorary warden and 
trustee of the Kenya Wildlife Service 
Endowment Fund. 

Volcom is scheduled to wrap up its 
EP&L by the end of this year, hiring 
consultants to help accurately account 
for everything, according to Volcom 
senior director of sustainability Derek 
Sabori. He has been working to make 
Volcom a more eco-friendly company 
since 2010, one year before being 
acquired by the company currently 
known as Kering. 

However, the EP&L exercise is still 
unproven, says Susan Egan Keane, deputy 
director of the health program of Natural 
Defense Resources Council. She’s rooting 
for it, but there’s a chance it might turn 
into nothing more than great public rela¬ 
tions. “The jury is still out on whether 
they will have a substantial impact on 
business decisions,” she says. 

EP&Ls are in their infancy, and Ker- 
ing’s family of brands are the only ones 
publicly committed to the effort. How¬ 
ever, action-sports companies are start¬ 
ing to at least appear to want to follow 
similar steps, to demonstrate to consum¬ 
ers and peers alike how they’re becoming 
more eco-friendly. Almost every month, 
some apparel industry group holds a con¬ 
clave to talk about how businesses can 
become better environmental citizens. 
From July 9 to 11, American Apparel & 
Footwear Association, the big dog of 
fashion-biz trade groups, sponsored 
a sustainability conference in Santa 
Monica. On June 28, Surf Industry 
Manufacturers Association (SIMA) 
produced a Sustainability Boot Camp 
at the palatial Surf and Sand resort in 
Laguna Beach. 

From these powwows have emerged 
eco-protocols that give apparel manu¬ 
facturers a map toward becoming a 
little more environmentally kosher. In 
2007, Boulder, Colorado-headquartered 
trade group Outdoor Industry Asso¬ 
ciation’s sustainability working group 
started working on the Eco Index. Like 


materials won’t hurt the environment, as 
well as what could cause an environmen¬ 
tal disaster. 

For now, only individual companies 
can view Higg results, and its information 
won’t be made available to the public. It’s 
considered a work in progress, according 
to Tim Gnatek, spokesman for Sustain¬ 
able Apparel Coalition, and results might 
see the light of day only after thorough 
scrutinizing by academics and groups 
who can validate the strength and verac¬ 
ity of the rating system. 

Currently, companies are deciding 
what steps they should take to make the 
best environmental impact, says Keane. 
Many apparel businesses start with their 
retail stores, where they look for ways 
to cut energy usage and seek to use eco- 
friendly materials in their packaging and 
products—because that’s what consumers 
see first in a company. 

Another great step is acknowledging 
failings. Last year, Quiksilver executive 
chairman Bob McKnight admitted as 
much in an interview with Global Trade 
that—pardon the pun—made waves in the 
industry for its frankness. 

“At the end of the day, a lot of the 
stuff we make is not good for the envi¬ 
ronment—we make wetsuits, we make 
surfboards, we make plastic things, but

the EP&L, it helps manufacturers mea¬ 
sure how much they are taking out of the 
environment. In 2011, the Eco Index was 
used to help form the Higg Index, used by 
the Sustainable Apparel Coalition, whose 
members include Patagonia, Levi’s, 

H&M, Walmart, and Target. Considered 
a big step forward, the Higg Index helps 
apparel and footwear manufacturers 
judge what manufacturing practices and 


we try to counter it as best as we can,” 
McKnight said. 

At least the Huntington Beach-based 
megapower, with more than $2 billion in 
sales in 2012, has taken initiative, knowing 
others will follow. Quiksilver, the largest 
action-sports company, also recycles more 
than 100 tons of its waste and ensures

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that 30 percent of the office paper it uses 
comes from recycled sources. Plus, this 
spring, it introduced the Diamond Dobby 
boardshort; 75 percent of the line is made 
from eco-friendly materials such as recy¬ 
cled polyester. But it’s a Herculean task 
for a giant company beholden to impa¬ 
tient investors. The Weekly requested an 
update of Quiksilver’s eco efforts, but rep¬ 
resentatives didn’t reply to an interview 
request by press time. 

It’s an issue for all surfers, says Kevin 
Whilden, a social entrepreneur and co¬ 
founder of Sustainable Surf, a San Clem¬ 
ente nonprofit that, since 2011, advises 
surf companies on sustainable business 
practices. He spoke at SIMA’s recent 
boot camp. 

“Surfers are more environmentally 
aware, and yet typical surfboards are 
made with highly toxic materials,” he 

said. “There’s a big disconnect there_ 

How can you love the ocean when the 
thing you are riding is toxic?” 

With the Ecoboard Project, Sustainable 
Surf asks surfboard shapers to use eco- 
friendly products and abandon standard 
materials such as polyurethane foam, 
which uses toxins including toluene 
diisocyanate (which irritates eyes and 


says his organization has a long way to 
go.

W hen Pierre Andre Senizergues 
took Paris streets by storm 
with his skateboarding in the 
1980s, the city’s elements took 
revenge: The air pollution made 
him feel as though he was on the verge of 
an asthma attack. 

That didn’t stop him from becoming a 
Euro-skating star, winning a world cham¬ 
pionship in 1985. Senizergues eventually 
moved to California, taking over a busi¬ 
ness that later became the foundation of 
Sole Technologies Inc., producer of skate 
brands Etnies, Altamont and eMerica. By 
1999, the company employed 100 people 
and was an emerging powerhouse. At this 
point, Senizergues did something unpop¬ 
ular: With those smog-filled Parisian 
boulevards still in his lungs and memory, 
he retrofitted Sole Tech to reduce its 
environmental footprint. 

“People thought I had lost my mind,” 
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skin) and polyester resins that release 
volatile organic compounds into the air 
and forces shapers to wear breathing 
masks. SIMA endorsed the project; surf 
brands Channel Islands, Lost, Stretch and 
T. Patterson now offer boards made out 
of sustainable materials, and board maker 
Firewire has announced a 100 percent 
switch to making Ecoboards this year. 

Sustainable Surf’s other programs 
include Deep Blue Surfing Events, which 
works with producers of surfing contests 
to cut waste at big competitions. During 
the Volcom Pipe Pro at Hawaii’s North 
Shore in February, it claimed to have 
recycled and composted more than a ton 
of garbage left by spectators. 

It’s an impressive amount of achieve¬ 
ments in such a short time. But Whilden 


he says. “They didn’t know what I was 
doing when I decided to create an envi¬ 
ronmental company.” 

One step toward this skate rat’s nature- 
boy dream was the building of a headquar¬ 
ters for Sole Tech. Among its 5 acres of 
sustainable landscaping, the award-win¬ 
ning headquarters features natural lighting 
and curving walls intended to be reminis¬ 
cent of a loping skate ride. Around 2000, 
more than 600 solar panels were installed 
on the Lake Forest property at a cost of 
about $1.6 million (half of it financed by 
rebates from the government). The com¬ 
pany broke even on its solar investment in 
2008 and is now virtually off the electrical 
grid. And he’s not stopping: Senizergues

OC Research Trials 
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has set an ambitious goal of entirely cut¬ 
ting the company’s polluting emissions 
and becoming carbon-neutral by 2020. 

Sole Tech’s gamble would’ve been 
impossible if it were a public company, 
Senizergues says. “A lot of companies are 
public; it is about [return on investment] 
every quarter, which is a short time. It is 
hard to grasp.” 

Even with a strong will, the way to go 
eco always finds roadblocks, especially 
in a struggling economy—and especially 
when the precedent-setting giants of the 
industry are trying to save themselves 
before they save the planet. On July 2, 
Quiksilver announced cuts in its market¬ 
ing department as it moves to make its 
operations more “efficient,” and more 
layoffs are expected—this, after Quiksilver 
put the kibosh on new brands it developed 
less than a year ago. 

It’s a struggle even on the smaller level. 

In 2009 Hobie opened a boutique on 
Avenida del Mar in San Clemente that 
was Orange County’s only action-sports 
shop devoted to eco 
fashion; nowadays, 
it sells only one such 
brand, Patagonia, 
instead focusing on 
core surf brands and 
other action-based, 
non-eco labels. No 
other action-sports 
shop has tried to 
offer eco-only wear 
since. A few years 
ago, creative-lifestyle 
shop eVocal closed 
its small Costa Mesa 
boutique and gallery 
in 2010 when the 
lease ran out after a 
five-year run. BrStt 
Walker, its South 
African-born founder, 
continues designing 
the line and has been 
consulting for Toms, 

Reef, beverage com¬ 
pany Sambazon and 
other eco-conscious brands. 

For Reef and Sambazon, Walker had 
consulted on building sustainable stores, 
which had a focus on in-store displays. 

For Toms, he helped to develop a domes¬ 
tic eco-apparel program for the Los 
Angeles-based company, which built a 
philanthropic reputation by donating 
a pair of shoes to a needy Third World 
child for every pair purchased. 

The experience of attempting to build 
an organic-clothing program was a tough 
education in the real economics of sus¬ 
tainable apparel. Most organic cotton is 
grown in faraway places such as China 
and India, and one point of making sus¬ 
tainable clothing is to do farming and 
production locally, so companies won’t 
cough up tons of carbon monoxide while 
making and transporting raw materials 
and goods. Organic cotton is more expen¬ 
sive across the globe, as well as tougher 


to source, especially in the United States; 
supplies often run out, and smaller and 
emerging eco brands are left high and dry 
because they can’t afford the volume for a 
steady supply. 

Toms shifted gears to producing its 
clothes offshore after the costs of produc¬ 
ing sustainable clothes locally proved too 
great. Walker says. And that experience 
made Walker skeptical of the commitment 
of high-profile companies to sustainable 
business. “There is so much greenwash¬ 
ing going on,” Walker says, employing the 
term for companies who use a sustainable 
creed only as a marketing tool. “When you 
scratch below the surface, you realize the 
integrity is not always there.” 

(Toms did not respond to requests for 
comment as of press time.) 

Does eco fashion or surf and skate fash¬ 
ion made in a sustainable way command 
anything more than a niche audience? 
Making clothes eco by using organic fab¬ 
rics and certifying it as fair trade could 
be a risk to any company’s bottom line. 

But Nichelson said 
the risks are small. 
Depending on mate¬ 
rials involved, fees 
charged from going 
eco could range from 
nothing to $10 extra 
per clothing item 
sold at a store. But 
boosting prices could 
put companies at a 
disadvantage when 
competing at the 
market, often with 
fast fashion compa¬ 
nies, which always 
are slashing prices. 

“There’s a certain 
emerging demo¬ 
graphic that will 
support this,” he 
says. “They will 
come up with a cou¬ 
ple of extra dollars 
more if they knew 
they were investing 
in a worthy cause and a greater good.” 

To the action-sports industry’s credit, 
individual skate and surf companies 
never seem to come up in exposes, such 
as the recently released Greenpeace 
International report. Toxic Threads, 
which documents pollution and destruc¬ 
tion of ecosystems by sleazy Third World 
contractors, which do factory work for 
high-profile apparel companies. However, 
Greenpeace does not have the resources 
to monitor every company, says John 
Deans, who works on the environmental 
organization’s toxics campaign. 

According to Scura, someone has to 
show how green fashion can make the 
proverbial green. “These are hugely com¬ 
petitive guys,” he says of the leaders of 
the action-sports industry. “And if you 
show them victory, they’ll step up to the 
plate. All it takes is leadership.”

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Raise a Toast 


Eat a sandwich or five at Cortina’s in Orange while the 
original Anaheim location rebuilds from a fire

B efore I went to Cortina’s, I’d never 
seen anyone clink sandwiches as 
though they were flutes of cham¬ 
pagne. I was waiting for my meal, sitting 
next to two people who had just received 
their orders. They both reached into their 
paper baskets, took the thick Italian cold- 
cut sandwiches, hoisted them aloft, then 
clinked them together, touching bread on 
bread. After raising their toast, they ate and 
ate, not exchanging a word for a solid five 
minutes. The world around them seemed 
to fall away. They were on their own plane 
of consciousness. It was just them and their 
sandwiches—and I can’t imagine them look¬ 
ing any happier. On a different day, I sat next 
to another couple. I heard the woman let 
out a subtle but audible sound of joy when 
her meatball sub arrived. As she took a bite, 

I saw her eyes roll to the back of her head. 
Then she put down the sandwich gently, 
dabbed a napkin to the corner of her mouth 
as she chewed and nodded as though she 
had reached some sort of spiritual epiphany. 

My reaction to a sandwich called the 
Fireball was probably more subdued than 
those couples, but I was just as pleased—and 
surprised. Though the name itself should’ve 
warned me it’d be spicy, I didn’t expect 
my whole mouth to throb. The first clue 
should’ve been the Calabrese salami, which 
one should never underestimate. Calabria, 


after all, is the Italian region as S5monymous 
for its spicy food as Szechuan is to China. 
But it wasn’t just the salami. There was also 
the wad of spicy cured capicolla harboring 
a low-frequency hotness of its own, the vin¬ 
egar shrill of hot mix (a sort of relish made 
with pickled carrots) and, last but not least, 
a not-insignificant amount of whole pep- 
peroncinis. As with the shredded lettuce, 
tomato and shaved onion, the hotness lay¬ 
ered itself one on top of the other, building 
up the more I ate, requiring me to take a few 
cooling drags of soda before I would usually 
take a drink. I, too, reached the same kind 
of sandwich-induced enlightenment as I bit 
into that great, crackle-crusted bread and all 
that it held. 

I’d eventually taste the meatball sand¬ 
wich. And it, too, used that bread, its con¬ 
tents fused together in the broiler, cheese 
oozing, the tomato sauce sweet but not cloy¬ 
ing, and the meat so soft and smooth it could 
be mousse. A burger seemed to use the same 
meat mix, except formed into a two-fingers- 
thick patty that was seared on the griddle to 
form a crispy brown crust, then gilded with 
cheese and piled with sauteed peppers and 
iceberg lettuce under a tall bun. The burger, 
which seems more experimental than the 
other traditional sandwiches on the menu, 
is unfortunately less impressive than its size. 
Much better was the sausage sandwich, in 


which fat, subtly spiced homemade links 
were split in half lengthwise and layered 
four slices thick with more of those near-liq¬ 
uefied sweet peppers. It’s the kind of messy, 
overstuffed sandwich that disintegrates if 
you hold it wrong. Order it anyway. 

Located in a lonely stretch of road with 
nothing around but auto-body shops and 
industrial warehouses, this smaller Cor¬ 
tina’s now acts as a refugee camp for its fans 
while the original restaurant and market in 
Anaheim rebuilds after a devastating fire in 
May. But this place—technically only a deli 
serving sandwiches, salads and a few pasta 
items—is not just some sort of temporary 
purgatory. It is and always has been a desti¬ 
nation of its own, and now that it’s open for 
lunch on Saturdays instead of just on week¬ 
days, it’s always filled with faithful custom¬ 
ers such as the couples I sat next to. The 
room is hardly bigger than a one-car garage, 
made to resemble a turn-of-the-century 
packing house, with the rafters actually used 
for storage and most of the ground-level 
space occupied by a kitchen that produces 
not only those sandwiches, but also one 
of the best lasagnas I’ve ever eaten. Easily 
the best thing on the menu, it contains tiny 
cubed pieces of homemade sausage. If you 
order one, know that it easily feeds two. 
Share it with a friend at lunch, or save it for 
a candlelit dinner at home when you can 
raise a proper toast to Cortina’s present and 
future with glasses of chianti.

anta Ana has so many Mexican 
dining options—from tamales sold 
out of car trunks to banquet halls, from 
loncherasto carnicerlasjwm fusion 
tacos to tacos acorazados, from Cal-Mex 
to bro-Mex—^that trying to make sense 
of it all feels akin to the final sequence of 
2001: A Space Odyssey, your mind rush¬ 
ing through options until it collapses into 
itself and transforms into a giant bowl of 
menudo. Because of this, it's criminally 
easy for eaters to overlook gems in the 
city. Because of that, I ignored Antojitos 
Don Juan ever since it opened. 

It's the perfect place to dismiss— 
inside a former KFC, in a shopping plaza 
best known for its 99 Cent store and infa¬ 
mous Las Vegas Bar (which I reviewed 
in our dive-bar column last month). The 
design scheme is Taos meets Tijuana, 
with tacky suns, fake masonry and garish 
signs everywhere. It might be the only 
Mexican restaurant in SanTana where 
Priuses outnumber pickup trucks in 
the parking lot because the hipster set 
has adopted this restaurant as its own. 
But don't hold that against Antojitos 
Don Juan; here stands one of the most 
iconoclastic, surprising restaurants you'll 
find in DC. Sure, you can get your tacos, 
burritos and enchiladas here, and they're 
pretty good. But the man who runs this 
restaurant reminds me of the Mexican 
uncle who wowed his extended family 
for years with his came asada Sunday 
creations, then one day decided to open 
a restaurant on a lark. Where else in 
Orange County will you find escargot in a 
beautiful mojo sauce, or frog legs bathed 
in tangy tomatillo? Who else has the guts 
to not offer guacamole, just because he 
doesn't feel like it? And while other res¬ 
taurants might combine shrimp and cho- 
rizo, no one else will do it with techniques 
and flavor out of Escoffier. 

To get a hint of Antojitos Don Juan's 
playfulness, consider the mentada, a dish 
wholly of their creation. The word itself 
roughly translates as "serious insult," 
and it would be to Baylessistas: a mes¬ 
tizo croque monsieur that finds a grilled 
cactus paddle, beans, flayed jalapeho, 
grilled onions, pinto beans and bisteck on 
top of two corn tortillas, surrounded by 
broth. The only thing "authentic" about 
this mentada is its genius: cheesy, meaty, 
earthy, it's all the flavors of the Mexi¬ 
can kitchen on one gigantic plate, with 
telenovelas on the flat-screen and the 
husband/wife/son trio that runs the place 
checking in on you every minute or so. 
Good horchata here,too!

bring you their take on Italian 


L ong Beach loves its family-owned 
restaurants, and the perpetual 
lines at East Long Beach mainstay 
Enrique’s is proof not only of the mas¬ 
tery of its owner/head chef (try the pork 
shoulder!), but also of the connection 
Enrique and his wife, Michelle, have to 
the Yucatan community. 

Two doors down, however, is KPasta, 
a mellow, Italian-flaired operation 
owned by the same friendly couple 
that doesn’t seem to get half the play it 
deserves. Perhaps it’s the meager four 
tables inside that keeps some people 
from venturing inside the tiny unit 
wedged between an animal hospital 
and a postal-service center. Or maybe 
potential customers are turned off by 
the cheesy pun built into its name, 
which sounds more like a tacky Mid¬ 
west noodle chain than a welcoming 
pasta kitchen. 

Regardless, there are no worthy 
excuses for not checking out the Italian 
wing of Enrique’s world, which offers 
cheap-and-hearty pasta dishes along¬ 
side calzones, pizzas, sammies and 
authentic entrees. 

The best part of KPasta is its middle- 
of-the-road approach to Italian food. 
With both authentic and imaginative 
pasta concoctions made with care by 
people with decades of restaurant 
experience, KPasta is the place to feed 
your trattoria cravings without the 
white-tablecloth prices. 

Try the fusilli and sausage (only $7.95 
during lunch), in which corkscrew 
pasta, mushrooms and little chunks 
of Italian sausages are covered with a 
red cream sauce that is less oily than 
tomato-y. Or a cheesey calzone, which 
is big enough to have its own ZIP 
code—for less than $8. You could also 
just keep it simple with a heaping help-

ing of spaghetti and meat sauce, which 
is only $5.95 all day. 

For years, I have only ordered my 
KPasta food to go, bringing the meals 
back to home or the office or the beach. 
Each time, I devour every morsel of 
fresh tomato sauce and thank the 
Roman gods there are still places where 
the price-to-quality ratio remains high. 

On a recent extended lunch break, I 
decided to have an entirely new KPasta 
experience and dine al fresco on one 
of the two outdoor tables. As the out- 
of-control ivy draped itself over the 
strip mall’s Mediterranean-style roof, I 
couldn’t help but feel as though I were 
at a European cafe. 

For the pretty plating options and 
gracious waitstaff, it’s worth it to stay 
and eat. And with prices during lunch 
up to $3 less than they are at dinner, 
midday is the best time to KPasta.

Sangria At the Lost Vine 

ummer and sangria are as natural a 
pairing as pizza and beer. When we spot¬ 
ted the ruby concoction on Lost Vine's wine 
offerings, it was fate. Our beloved refresh¬ 
ment was tough to get acquainted with, as 
its maker kept his recipe a closely guarded 
secret. This only made us more determined to 
find out more. 

Owner Bodie Rasmussen's decision to not 
only expand his business into the adjacent 
space, but also adjust the concept for wine- 
lovers was an unexpected move in the plaza 
at the corner of Newport and Old Irvine. On 
our most recent excursion, the sangria was 
not easily accessible. It was fetched from 
the depths of the wine-refrigeration unit, and 
our order was ladled over crushed ice into 
stemless drinkware—possibly the only time a 
glass of red is intentionally served chilled. We 
savored every drop, then ordered a second. 

THE DRINK 

The actual makings of a good sangria 
include red wine and a melange of fruit, as 
well as the flavoring of brandy and splash of 
carbonation. After some investigating (and 
buddying up to some of the staff), it was dis¬ 



closed that effervescent blood orange soda 
and the occasional inclusion of champagne 
contributed to our liquid nourishment. The 
potency of our drink is just how we prefer it, 
noticeable but not overpowering. Though the 
dining menu continues to expand (it carries 
a selection of cheeses and fruit, as well as 
the tomato basil quiche we ordered), the Lost 
Vine has already become our neighborhood 
watering hole.

Gosling and Refn reteam for more art-house violence

I ncest, eyeball-gouging, interior deco¬ 
rating: If Only God Forgives is any 
indication, writer/director Nicolas 
Winding Refn is a man of many interests. 
He has also put Kristin Scott Thomas 
in a blond wig and an assortment of 
cougar-mom outfits, which is either a 
plus or a minus, depending on how you 
look at it. The movie, in which Ryan Gos¬ 
ling plays an American drug smuggler 
living the low life in Bangkok, is many 
things—unhinged yet restrained, arty yet 
cheesy—but it’s never boring. And if it’s 
a disappointment after Refn’s last movie, 
the viscerally elegant Drive, it at least 
bobs along on a grim, bloody current of 
silliness. You may not think you’re up for 
seeing a rib cage split open as though it 
were a rack of lamb, but when it’s this 
well art-directed, what the hell? Refn 
is so drunk on style we can practically 
smell the fumes. 

It’s clear from the start it would be 
dumb to take Only God Forgives too 
seriously. Refn opens with a kickbox¬ 
ing match that looks not quite legit and 
introduces two brothers who are some¬ 
how involved in this low-down, sweaty 
universe: We can see that Billy (Tom 
Burke) is bad news right away—he wears 
his sneer as an anti-merit badge. But Gos¬ 
ling’s Julian—in addition to his sweet, 
classy name—has principles. You can tell 
just by looking at him. He’s as earnest as 
a sack of hay, but with pecs. 

It’s not long before we find out just 
how bad Billy is. An evil deed he commits 


kicks off a chain of events involving a 
sensitive cop (Vithaya Pansringarm) who 
loves to sing sentimental karaoke songs 
when he’s not lopping people’s arms off 
with the mighty warrior’s sword he has 
strapped to his back. Billy, of course, 
must die for his sins, and when he 
does, enraged mama bird Crystal (Scott 
Thomas) flies in from God knows where, 
ordering Julian to put things right by 
avenging his brother’s death. 

Did I mention she greets him with a 
not-exactly mom-like below-the-belt 
hug? But it’s shot from a really, really art¬ 
ful angle. And an 5 rway, it’s Billy she really 
has the hots for, and he’s dead. Julian is 
clearly second banana: Refn gives Crystal 
lots of sass-mouth dialogue, including a 
compare-and-contrast of her sons’ pri¬ 
vates. It’s all part of a little show she puts 
on to shock Julian’s sweet, pretty girl¬ 
friend, Mai (Yayaying Rhatha Phongam). 
But then, she’s a hooker, anyway. 

Tawdry enough for you? Refn keeps 
laying it on, though he doesn’t seem to 
take much pleasure in his story’s seami¬ 
ness—he’s too worried, it seems, about 
how it all looks. 

The violence should be intense, but 
it’s quiet and still, almost tableau-like. 
The grisliest acts—with the exception 
of that eyeball-gouging—happen off- 
camera. It’s as if Refn himself is looking 
away with a discreet cough. He wants to 
show us stuff we’ve never seen before, 
but without really showing us because 
that would be tacky. 


Accompanied by a solemn, droning 
score, the picture glides forward in epi¬ 
sodic passages that play out as though 
pantomime—each scene is so carefully 
choreographed and photographed the 
characters sometimes seem like cut-out 
shapes taped to Popsicle sticks, bobbing 
across the screen according to Refn’s 
whim. But what a whim! Refn lavishes 
his closest attention on his characters’ 
surroundings: There are some groovy 
shots of Gosling brooding in front of a 
stretch of tacky-beautiful foiled wall¬ 
paper, and a shoot-out takes place in a 
house whose leaf-green walls look as if 
they’ve been painted with Sherwin-Wil¬ 
liams, then painstakingly distressed. (The 
cinematographer is Larry Smith, who 
also shot Refn’s Bronson and Fear X.) 

Even Gosling’s face looks art-directed. 
His left eyebrow is graced with a slash 
of a scar, a forlorn little place where the 
hair just won’t grow anymore. Was it the 
result of a knife fight? Or a drunken shav¬ 
ing incident? That’s just one of Julian’s— 
and Refn’s—many secrets. 


Only God Forgives is the kind of 
movie you could take your grand¬ 
mother to see, provided she’s Ma 
Barker. But really, it’s too ridiculous 
to be horrifying. Even Julian’s final 
act of vengeance against Tiger Mom, 
which should be luridly poetic, is just 
a numbingly obvious punch line. The 
actors do as they’re told, standing in 
the right place at the right time, deliv¬ 
ering even the most inane, tongue¬ 
twisting lines as if they’d dutifully 
rehearsed them, which they probably 
did. Refn may be taking himself too 
seriously or not taking anything seri¬ 
ously enough—it’s hard to tell. But 
Only God Forgives, so brazen in its 
double-scorpion-bowl vision, is at least 
good for a giggle or two. Its sins are 
many, but after a while, it’s not even 
worth keeping count.

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THE CONJURING Something like 
half the running time of the engag¬ 
ing new don't-go-in-the-basement 
thriller The Conjuring is devoted to 
showing us characters proceeding 
slowly into the basement, or into the 
maws of basement-like places we 
know they shouldn't go, often with 
just matches or a flashlight to guide 
them. Twice, deliciously, they're 
blindfolded. This is not a complaint. 
Damned if director James Wan, 
the auteur of Saw's rusted-edge 
cruelty, isn't an ace with enjoy¬ 
able spookhouse trap-springing. 
Often, as members of his fetching 
1970s family (headed by Lili Taylor 
and Ron Livingston) negotiate the 
hallways and crawlspaces of their 
triple-haunted farmhouse. Wan 
stirs the shivery feeling of passing 
through some midnight space you 
have no business being. He springs 
the surprises within patient long 
shots, timing things so they actually 
do surprise, often letting the creepy 
stuff actually creep up—this is the 
rare horror film where the fear isn't 
in what terrible vision the movie 
might cut to but in what might reach 
from the shadows you're looking 
at. Too bad then that the terrors 
eventually prove so knowable. 

The story is limited by tricked-up 
Amityville-style truthiness and the 
comforting assumption that Catholic 
orthodoxy will flood the darkness 
from the world. Save Lili Taylor, 
who is compelling as the worried 
mother, and a clutch of young girls, 
the actors mostly look embarrassed 
by the material. Farmiga, as fine 
an actress as Hollywood has ever 
seen, is upstaged by a powder-blue 
'70s collar ruffled like a coffee fil¬ 
ter. Screenwriters Chad and Carey 
Hayes bother to craft reasons for 
the characters to venture where 
they shouldn't, and the father even 
gets asked, "Why don't you move?" 
which suggests everyone involved 
is smarter than the movie. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

TURBO Big dreams come in small, 
slimy packages in Turbo, the story of 
a garden snail (Ryan Reynolds) who 
realizes his need for speed after a 
freak accident involving a hot rod's 
nitrous oxide tank turns him hyper¬ 
fast.

L. Jackson and Snoop Dogg) or 
an arrogant villain in Turbo's idol- 
cum-rival Guy Gagne (Bill Hader). 
Among this illustrious voice cast, 
only Giamatti stands out, bringing 
an exasperated protectiveness and 
anxiety to the otherwise sunshiny-y 
bright proceedings, which exhibit 
scant interest in drumming up any 
sense of danger or dread. Content 
to be merely cheerfully clich d, it's 
an assembly-line kids' film that, 
unlike its daring protagonist, risks 
little, and thus reaps only mod¬ 
est rewards.

In Bloody Bloody Andrew Jackson, the Chance Theater takes on America’s first 

modern president in a rock musical

I t took 850 pages for Daniel Walker Howe 
to cover an era of U.S. history dominated 
by the enormous presence of Andrew 
Jackson in his 2009 volume, What God Hath 
Wrought: The Transformation of America, 
1815-1848. It took 140 minutes for the cre¬ 
ators of the 2008 musical Bloody Bloody 
Andrew Jackson to turn Jackson’s life and 
legacy into a rock musical. And it’s difficult 
to tell which one feels longer. 

Although everything in this Chance 
Theater production is first-rate, from the 
performers and set design to 
the kick-ass four-piece band, 
no amount of unbridled energy 
and commitment can fix a 
show that reaches for so much, 
yet grabs hold of so little. This 
Andrew Jackson is the vicious, 

Injun-slaying, autocratic “man 
of the people” who spurns the 
Northeastern aristocracy at every 
turn, but he’s also a whining, 
petulant, shoe-gazer who throws 
childish tantrums and peppers 
his speech with allusions to 
his massive 4-and-a-half-inch 
dick and homophobic rants. 

Although Alex Timbers’ book 
and Michael Friedman’s music 
and l 5 Tics seem to want to seri¬ 
ously examine the contested 
legacy, as well as complicated 
psyche, of our seventh president, 
they are also suffused with gar¬ 
ishly over-the-top scenes and 
characters, an ungainly balance 
that, while absolutely entertain¬ 
ing at times, never quite achieves 
S 5 mthesis. It’s Family Guy meets 
The American Experience, with 
the strained emotion of Rent and 
the gleeful hyper-sexuality and 
swaggering rock feel ofHedwig 
and the Angry Inch. It’s the kind 
of big, bold, flashy theatrical fare 
that takes the conventions of the 
musical-theater genre and chops 
them into shreds. But—mixed 
metaphor alert—so many horses are let loose 
from this burning barn that, ultimately, it’s 
impossible to rein them all in. 

Both a reflection—albeit a gleefully irrev¬ 
erent one—on the Age of Jackson and a com¬ 
mentary—albeit a quite forced one—on the 
state of the American body politic in the 2Ist 
Century, the play fails to deliver anything 
substantive on either front. It winds up as 
contradictory and frustrating as the legacy of 
a populist frontiersman viewed by some as 
one of the greatest of American presidents 
for refusing to bow to the establishment, by 
others as a genocidal, megalomaniacal terror, 
our American Hitler. 

But director Kari Ha 5 l;er’s production 
is still a raucous, free-wheeling, spare-no- 
prisoners ride, blessed with stellar perfor¬ 
mances, Kelly Todd’s t 5 q)ically sinewy, explo¬ 


sively graceful choreography, and Robyn 
Wallace’s skillful direction of a four-piece 
band (with special kudos to guitarist Gasper 
Gray). Keaton Williams, who has killed it in 
recent Chance musicals such as West Side 
Story and Triassic Park, shines once again 
as our British-Spanish-Indian-Northeast- 
Establishment-ass-kicking commander in 
chief Part rock star, crybaby, man of convic¬ 
tion and Caligula, Williams hurls himself 
onto this sprawling canvas and somehow 
makes his character, who simultaneously 


orders the Supreme Court to suck his dick 
while also ordering two women in the White 
House to French kiss, somewhat likeable. 

Talent oozes from every corner of 
the stage. There is not a weak link in the 
12-member cast, which is called upon to 
portray ever 3 l;hing from prostitutes and 
overwrought Indian savages to Henry Clay, 
Martin Van Buren and adoring Jacksonian 
frontier folk. To single anyone out would be 
unfair to the rest of the cast, but Alex Bueno, 
who has grown very adept at pulling off the 
narrator role in plays such as this, once again 
demonstrates her comedic, self-deprecating 
chops as the Storyteller. 

But you just wish the creators could have 
curbed their ever 5 ^ing-and-the-bloody- 
kitchen-sink appetites. Way too much time 
is spent on the freaky relationship between 


Jackson and his wife, Rachel (Ashley Arlene 
Nelson); a meandering subplot involving Black 
Fox (John Wallace), the Native American 
whom Jackson uses to swindle so many tribes 
out of their lands and lives; and his relationship 
with his Indian son (also played by Bueno). 

If this were a straightforward play about 
the man named Andrew Jackson, those 
personalized aspects would be fine. But 
it’s about much more. It’s about the man 
who, as one character says, put the man in 
manifest destiny, and it’s also about how the 
sins and successes of American 
history—even nearly 200 years 
later—reverberate daily. Jack¬ 
son’s expansion of the powers 
of the executive branch, such 
as fighting to kill the national 
bank and reining in Southern 
secessionists, are reminders of 
living in a time of presidential 
drone-strike kill lists and the 
NS A fustercluck. The fears of 
weak borders and domestic ter¬ 
ror (Indian assaults on frontier 
settlements) are equally con¬ 
temporary. And, perhaps most 
quixotic but also fascinating, 
the yearning among the people 
for a man to rise up from their 
ranks, tackle the establishment 
and restore the enlightening 
aura of genuine Democracy, 
remind one of the pipe dreams 
of Obama and (both) Paul 
adherents. 

We live in a complicated cru¬ 
cible of experimentation in this 
country. It’s a 237-year-old liv¬ 
ing experiment with a h 5 q)oth- 
esis containing words such as 
rights, liberty and “the people,” 
but in implementation, it’s all 
too often riddled with venality 
and hypocrisy. And maybe—and 
I’m just guessing here, based on 
the messiness of the play—that’s 
what B loody B loody Andrew 
Jackson is truly about. That as 
we work and love and rant and rave and piss 
and moan, there occasionally arise people 
who embody both the most liberating and 
inspiring virtues of human endeavor and 
the soul-crushing realities of those ideals 
continually undermined by cruelty, hubris 
and delusional fantasies of exceptionalism. 
Andrew Jackson may or may not have been 
a great American president. But it’s a safe bet 
he was the first modern one.

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T here are some collaborations 

that come about so naturally the 
chemistry is almost cosmic. That’s 
pretty much how John Dadzie (a.k.a. 12th 
Planet) felt when he began working with 
up-and-coming bass artist Protohype on 
the ideas that would become their forth¬ 
coming, untitled EP. While Max Hype 
(Protohype’s real name) may already be 
well-known as Datsik’s protege, Dadzie 
describes their relationship as a sibling 
bond. “We met and had so much in com¬ 
mon on some real shit,” the producer 
says. “I could actually hang out with him 
on the real, so that’s why I say he’s my 
little brother.” 

The two have teamed up to create what 
they are calling transition music, a genre¬ 
breaking set of tracks that will revolution¬ 
ize bass music. 

In a time when so many EDM art¬ 
ists are transitioning from their original 
genres to today’s harder sounds, it seems 
more and more D Js are fusing together 
sounds and making their own edits to 
songs to appeal to large crowds at the 
major festivals and club nights. “Before, 
you could only play one genre, and now, 
no one even cares what you play as long 
as they get crunk,” says Dadzie, who 
started as a drum-and-bass DJ under the 


moniker Infiltrator in the early 2000s. 

After the LA native moved to OC to start 
Imperial Recordings with DJ Lith, Dadzie 
switched to dubstep in 2006 and helped 
to form SMOG Records shortly after; he 
has since been dubbed the American dub¬ 
step king. He began his DJ career after 
dropping out of college and living off the 
$1 menu at fast-food joints. “It’s a dream 
[come true] to live off your craft, to be able 
to make music and provide a future for 
yourself,” says Dadzie. “There are some 
dudes who are in this shit because they 
just want to be seen, but what I noticed 
about Protohype was that he was like, 
‘Naw, man, I’m trying to live, bro,’ and we 
want to love what we do to live.” 

That hunger made Arizona’s Hype 
thirsty for a sustainable DJ career, and as 
soon as he thought his music was wor¬ 
thy, he began filling USB sticks and get¬ 
ting them into the hands of his idols. “I 
remember one show in particular [when] 

I went [backstage] with a grip of USB 
sticks, and I got them to fucking Datsik, 
Rusko and all of these guys. After that, I 
just got emails back,” he says. 

This memory reminds Dadzie of the 
CDs of his music he created when he was 
still trying to make it. Now, after almost 
a decade filled with numerous collabora¬ 


tions, sold-out shows and gigs all over the 
world, he’s still getting inspired by such 
young artists as Hype. “I was like, ‘Oh, 
dude, the kid just wants to get it,’ so I was 
like, ‘All right, let’s get it,”’ Dadzie says. 

The duo has created something that’s 
beyond the realm of dubstep. “A transition 
record is a record that goes from one beat 
per minute to another beat per minute, so 
every song changes genres,” Dadzie says. 
“It starts in one genre and ends in a differ¬ 
ent genre but it’s the same song.” 

He and Hype are hoping to express the 
power of interchanging beats per minute 
within a song by creating these originals 
and using all of their influences from hip- 
hop, dubstep, drumstep, drum and bass, 
and house music. 

“I feel like the group of people who are 
listening to electronic music today have 
music ADD,” says Hype. “They can’t stay 
with one genre, so we are trying to put a 
face to that.” 

They joke about naming the EPAdderall, 
but regardless of what it’s called, they’re 
hopeful their take on EDM catches on and 
more artists take this cross-genre boundary 
leap. “Everyone is doing transitions; they’re 
just not making it,” says Dadzie. “They are 
making edits and shit, but we are making 
original songs that are transitions.”

To Dubstep and Beyond 

Protohype and 12th Planet collaborate on EDM for people with ADD

LoUpop Records carve 
their niche with cassettes

B est friends Wyatt Blair and Tomas 
Dolas founded Lolipop Records in 
2010 in Laguna Beach. They desired 
to put out their own music, as well as that of 
others they liked—mostly psychedelic and 
garage rock from LA artists. 

Though available digitally, almost all of 
their works are pressed to cassette, some¬ 
times vinyl. (Blair and Dolas are homies 
with Burger Records in Fullerton.) Bands 
retain all rights to their work, and profits are 
split nearly down the middle. Lolipop has 
put out more than 20 releases since 2012; 
it has released one tape per week since the 
beginning of June. 

There are now six people involved with 
the label, doing ever 3 Thing from filming 
videos to hosting live, in-studio sessions to 
handling online content to laying out album 
artwork. They also play in the bands. Blair 
and Dolas, for example, have their main act, 
Mr. Elevator and the Brain Hotel, who made 
it into our Locals Only column last summer, 
along with several other projects they rotate 
through. “It’s weird,” says Jeremy Katz, who 
deals with much of the PR stuff ‘We don’t 
really have certain positions.” 

Located in what used to be a computer- 
repair shop on Glendale Boulevard—right 
next to the Echoplex—Lolipop Records’ 
store opened on July 13, and there’s a 
recording studio/practice space adjacent. 
Henry Stotsenberg, the manager of popular 
label act Blackfeet Braves, currently bank¬ 
rolls both the studio and store, but the guys 
will start having to pay rent soon. “We just 
hope people will help support us and buy 
tapes and records,” says Blair. ‘We don’t 
care about money as long as this place can 
stay open.” 

The store is small, but it’s clean and 
nicely laid out, with tape racks, boxes 
of vinyl and a Nintendo 64 (a business 
expense, they say). They’re an enthusiastic 
bunch; fans of the Beatles and psychedelic- 
rock pioneers the 13th Floor Elevators, they 
laugh and joke constantly. 

Whether it’s pragmatic to release cas¬ 
settes in a digital world doesn’t seem to mat¬ 
ter to anyone. “[Cassettes are] really cheap 
to make, and they’re fun,” Blair explains. 
“You can buy a whole record for five bucks. 
You can hold it. You can actually watch the 
music being played, rather than just click¬ 
ing something.” After all, when Burger 
morphed its tiny label into a brick-and- 
mortar store several years ago, most people 
thought its founders were crazy, too. And 
maybe they are, but something has to be said 
for the fact that the company is still produc¬ 
ing music and still in business. 

Froth’s Jeff Fribourg has several ideas for 
future tapes for his band. “We try to come 
up with as many little things that are a fun 
and new way to present a tape,” he says. 
“There’s a tape coming out [with] a double

cover.... I also put zines in all the Froth tapes.” 

Right now, though, everyone’s main focus is 
the store. More tapes will have to be pressed, 
more vinyl purchased. The Lolipop team also 
hopes to sell Walkmans, as well as records on 
consignment. Oh, and buy a van for touring. 

Whether or not it all works out, there’s 
something to be said for their hopefulness 
and energy. They’re broke for now, but they 
are doing what they love with people they 
care about. 

“The goal for me would be that my day-to- 
day schedule would involve only my bands and 
Lolipop,” Daniel Quintanilla says. “The money 
doesn’t matter; I just want to be able to spend 
time doing this.”

Newfound Sound 


I f this article were written last year, we 
might have started with "Huntington 
Beach reggae-punk mainstays HB Sur¬ 
round Sound are touring again." But in 
2013, the story is that HB Surround Sound 
have a new sound. On their new EP, Turn It 
On, the reggae is all but gone, replaced by 
a somewhat slicker punk element. This is a 
deliberate move for the band, the members 
of which are now in their 30s and have 
played together since before graduating 
from Marina High School in 1999. 

"We've done so much in this ska and 
punk-rock world that we want to venture 
out of it," says lead singer Jake Bushnell 
from a tour van traversing upstate New 
York. "That scene was great for us; reg¬ 
gae rock was where we started, and we'll 
always respect that. But we want to stand 
out. We are very concerned with being 
unique and original, and we don't want to 
blend in." 

In a context in which seemingly every 
other new band is a Sublime copy, that 
meant bringing a more straight-up rock 
approach to the table. For Turn It On, the 
band have adopted a sound they liken to 
a beefed-up early Offspring, with heavier 
drums provided by their newest addition, 

Tim Untari. Bushnell says the "My Radio" 
single they are pushing has begun to get 
some rock-radio airplay, and he's proud they 
were able to execute the new direction. 

The guys are giving away free copies of 
the EP while out on tour supporting Pen¬ 
nywise and Sublime With Rome, whom 
they also supported last year. At the time 
of this interview, HB Surround Sound were 
only two dates into the tour, but, Bushnell 


claims, it's been so far, so good. "Last night, 
we played the Saranac Brewery in Utica, 
New York," he relates. "It was a packed 
crowd; no one had ever heard of us before, 
and we got encored. The sound guy said, 
'All right, play one more,' so we played a 
cover of 'Another Brick In the Wall,' and the 
crowd lost their shit." 

Bushnell continues: "The tour is young; 
there's plenty of opportunities for mischief 
to ensue. The van is running great. We 
toured with Sublime With Rome last year, 
and jeez, dude, we were pulled over, we 
were searched, we hit a road cone and 
took out our front light.... You know how 
you can back up your van and turn it too 
tight and smash into your own trailer? Well, 
we did that last summer. Give us a minute, I 
swear we're gonna lose a tire here." 

Thankfully, none of that has happened 
so far this year for Bushnell and company, 
a group of guys who grew up playing music 
together in Huntington Beach, hanging 
out at Bushnell's parents' house, where 
his dad built a soundproof practice room 
in the garage. His brother. Buddy B of the 
Dirty Heads, later turned the garage into a 
recording studio. Aside from a three-year 
hiatus in which some of the band members 
pursued more professional ventures (gui¬ 
tarist Doug Cooper is a math teacher at 
Bolsa Grande High School in Garden Grove, 
Bushnell ran social media for celebs such 
as Lady GaGa and Britney Spears, and 
bassist Mike Broberg is an electrician), HB 
Surround Sound has been a lifelong gig. 

It gets better and more exciting, even 
14 years into it, Bushnell says. "I gotta say, 
though, the crown jewel of this tour is Red 
Rocks in Colorado. We're playing with the 
Descendants. For a California band like us, 
that's insane."

□ MUSICAL SAW 

The musical saw makes a mournful 
sound. There are no bouncy Wham-like 
songs befitting this staid instrument. 
Which is perfect, as we live in serious 
times with serious events occurring 
around us daily. The musical saw is ready 
for its closeup, Mr. DeMille. 

I never understood why emo bands 
didn’t rush out to find the best musical 
saw players available to support their 
pouty lyrics. This is yet another reason 
Jeff Mangum is a singular genius. His 
Neutral Milk Hotel songs are crushingly 
sad because many feature a musical saw 
bawling its eyes out behind Mangum’s 
enigmatic poetry. 

A musical saw player, Christ! Mikles, 
visited our home recently. She was pass¬ 
ing through town with the band she was 
accompanying. I sat in the kitchen one 
morning, waiting for my bacon to fry, 
listening to her skillfully bend the notes 
on her instrument from the other room. I 
imagined its heartbreaking story while I 
sipped my black coffee. It was one of the 
most sublime moments I’ve had this year. 


0 HARP 

Associated with winged cherubs on 
high, it’s time for the harp to make like 
Aretha Franklin and Whitney Houston 
and go secular. If you think the instru¬ 
ment can’t drop from the heavens into a 
grittier earthly realm, think again. 

Dallas-based harpist Rizpah Fitzgerald 
is drawing new fans to this ancient instru¬ 
ment by giving it some modern fiair. She’s 
a classically trained, award-winning harp¬ 
ist who has played Carnegie Hall and the 
Kennedy Center’s Millennium Stage, but 
her most exciting project might be her 
duo with guitarist Eric Faires. 

Dubbed Rizpah Eccentrica, it showcases 
her virtuoso harp playing and strong vocals 
on pop songs such as “Sweet Dreams (Are 
Made of This)” and “Umbrella.” If you’ve 
never associated words such as “shred” 
and “wail” with the harp, watch Eitzgerald 
take on Bob Dylan/Jimi Hendrix’s “All 
Along the Watchtower.”

can sometimes see sparks flying from the 
damn thing. 

There are tons of washboard/rubboard 
players laying the backbeat down for 
zydeco bands, but if it’s going to scrape 
its way to the front of the stage, it’s going 
to take some innovation. No one is trying 
harder to make this instrument a cen¬ 
terpiece than New Orleans’ Washboard 
Chaz Leary. He played at this year’s New 
Orleans Jazz and Heritage Festival and 
is in at least four different bands, lend¬ 
ing his sound to jazz, blues and western 
swing styles. 

I’d like to see the instrument head 
from roots music to the mainstream. The 
washboard seems so metal—because it 
is. Literally. I predict one day a resurgent 
Marilyn Manson will hit the stage with 
a gargoyle-shaped washboard hang¬ 
ing from his neck, wearing finger picks 
fashioned into gnarly demon claws. Then 
Guitar Center will need to clear a wall for 
its collection of washboards retailing for 
$200 or $300. 

UKULELE 

The uke has been trying to break 
through for decades. Back in the 1960s, 
Tiny Tim made it popular with “Tiptoe 
Through the Tulips.” In the 1990s, it sup¬ 
ported Israel Kamakawiwo’ole’s astonish¬ 
ing voice on his version of “Somewhere 
Over the Rainbow.” 

Still, it never had much staying power 
as a main instrument. Even the likes of 
Eddie Vedder couldn’t do it, though he 
tried mightily on 2011’s Ukulele Songs. 

ACCORDION 

Does accordion need a makeover? 
I’ve got two words for you: Weird Al. I 
personally love Mr. Yankovich, but it’s 
time for accordion to enjoy more rock and 
less schlock. 

If there’s an Yngwie Malmsteen of 
accordion in the wide world, it may 
be YouTube-famous squeezeboxer 
Swissdaddycool. He’s posted dozens of 
modern-rock hits to his channel, mostly 
shot in black and white at a secret loca¬ 
tion that seems to be his European living 
room. Metallica, Guns ’N Roses, Deep 
Purple, some dude named Chopin... He 
covers them all.

Quirky instruments aside, isn’t it 
time for the next guitar god to come 
down from the musical halls of Olympus 
to shred among mortals? Jack White’s 
getting long in the tooth, folks. 

Austin’s Gary Clark Jr., who just joined 
the Rolling Stones onstage in London’s 
Hyde Park, is a front-runner here and 
seems likely to evolve into the kind of 
guitarist people could compare with 
such immortals as Jimmy Page and Eddie 
Van Halen. It would be nice to see him 
lead a new revolution of plugged-in axe 
grinders against the current battalions of 
acoustic musicians.

And there was no service to speak 
of—you need to order your drinks from 
the bar and take them to wherever you’re 
seated—but that wasn’t racism; that’s what 
happens when only one gal mans the place. 

“See, Ben?” I told him once we left. “San 
Clemente is chill.” He agreed. And every¬ 
thing at the Red Fox was much calmer than 
the mayhem that awaited us in SanTana...
